The glossy green foliage is a perfect 
setting for the exquisite yellow buds which are held firmly erect on 
stems long enough to make striking miniature arrangements or dainty 
corsages The enchanting buds unfold slowly to reveal their names, 
“Baby Gold Stars.” 


OAKINGTON RUBY. The dense fern like foliage adds charm to the 
deep crimson buds that open to tiny, ruby red flowers. The tiny foliage 
and constant blooms make this a miniature rose tree out of “Fairyland.” 


PIXIE. Pat. 408. The world’s tiniest double white rose. It shows pink 
shadings in cool weather. Very free bloom. Dainty foliage. 


RED IMP. Pat. 1032. A lovely red addition to our miniatures; deep, 
rich crimson that is startling in its brigthness. Unfading, solid color. 
Very double with 45 to 60 petals packed tightly right to the center. 
Opens very flat. 


SWEET FAIRY. Pat. 748. Fragrant, dark pink buds; very double, 1 inch 
blooms of apple-blossom-pink. True rose fragrance, fine, long lasting 
flowers. 
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
